CHRIST

The Christian who walks with 
God walks alone. Jesus was lone- 
ly. Jesus went further than any- 

else and went so far beyond 
any other human creature that 
He was the loneliest man that ever 
walked this earth. The 69th Psalm 
tells of the loneliness of Christ. 

Look at verses 8 and 9 together 
again. 

“I am become a stranger unto 
my brethren, and an alien unto 
my mother’s children. 

“9. For the zeal of thine house 
hath eaten me up; and the re- 
proaches of them that reproached 
thee are fallen unto me.” 


This Psalm is a prophecy of how 
the Lord Jesus would feel when 
on the cross. There is so much 
about Jesus that we ought to know. 
If we knew how Jesus felt, we 
would know the way we ought ‘to 
feel. If we know how Jesus suf- 
fered, we ought to be willing to 
suffer, we ought to serve like He 
did. We should have the mind of 
Christ. The Bible says we ought 
to follow in His steps. “For even 
hereunto were ye called: because 
Christ also suffered for us, leaving 
us an example that ye should follow 
his steps” (I Pet. 2:21). With that 
in mind, I call on you to follow 
Jesus in the pattern laid out in the 
69th Psalm. 

We know this Psalm is about

told, “And his disciples remembered 

it was written, The zeal of 
thine house hath eaten me up.” 
This verse, then is about Jesus 
when He went in and cleansed the 
temple, so this Psalm is about Je- 
sus. Then turn in the same Psalm 
to verses 20 and 21, and there we 


read: “Re hath broken my 
heart; fw gone of heaviness:”’ 
(that is Jesus) “and I looked for 


some to take pity, but there was 
none; and for comforters, but I 
found none. They gave me also 
gall for my meat; and in my thirst 
they gave me vinegar to drink.” 
Jesus on the cross was given vine- 
gar and gall and there were no 
comforters. It is clear, then, that 
is about Jesus. 


unto my breth-

er’s children.” Jesus had brethren, 
half brothers. His mother, Mary, 
had other children after Jesus was 
born as you will see in other parts 
of the Bible. Our Catholic friends 
don’t like for us to say that Mary 
had any other children. They say 
she was “a perpetual virgin.” The 
Bible does not say that. She was 
a virgin when Jesus was conceived 
and a virgin when He was born. 
But Joseph was really her husband, 
after the birth of Jesus, and she 
and Joseph had other children. 
Many Scriptures mention the 
‘brethren of Jesus” and Matthew 
13:55 tells us their names. Our 
Catholic friends say they were His 
cousins. But thewerse I have

The verse following that says it 
was about Jesus. Jesus had broth- 
ers, His mother’s children. To 
those He was an alien and a

Isn't it sad when you come to 
realize hcw lonely Jesus must have 
been? One of the first things to 
assail Jesus when He was born 
as a baby must have been 
loneliness. Did He remember 
Heaven and the angels? He 
must have suffered. It was a 
lonely, sad day for Jesus when He 
left Heaven to be born as a baby; 
not able to talk and not able to 
walk, He emptied Himself of His 
glory and wisdom and =. and 
er and so gave Him up to 
aman. He must have been 
lonely down here when He was 
born in a manger and grew up and 
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His mother was just human and 
Joseph, His foster father, was just 
@ poor, sinful man, an ordinary 
man. The children Jesus played 
with were sinners, and when He 
got grown, the men about Him 
were sinners, the people He 
preached to were sinners. Nobody 
understood Jesus perfectly. None 
had perfect fellowship with Him. 
Jesus was lonely. He said, “I am 
become a stranger unto my breth. 
ren, and an alien unto my mother’s 
children.” That was true on the 
cross, and in some sense about all 
His life down here. Oh, the loneli- 
ness of the Lord Jesus! He must 
have felt it many times. 

When He went into the Garden 
of Gethsemane, He went a little 
farther. Peter and James and Jchn 
went into the garden with Him, 
but they didn’t go as far. When 
they went to pray, they went to 
sleep. He was lonely, He must 
have been. Oh, Jesus, His love and 
com on! Jesus had a very 
tender love for His people. He 
loved His own disciples — many 
things show the tender affection 
Jesus had for them. 


The Affectionate Jesus 
I sometimes marvel how John 


the beloved disciple laid his head 


on the breast of Jesus. Do you 
wonder that Jesus didn’t rebuke 
him? It wasn’t dignified. That 
seems too intimate for John, a 
poor sinful man. Wasn't that pre- 
sumptuous for him to lay his head 
on the breast of Jesus? But Je- 
sus didn’t rebuke him. He liked 
it! He wanted somebody to love 
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Him. He wanted to show affection. 
He was lonely, a stranger, unknown 
and misunderstood, in an alien 
world! The agony of His breaking 
heart must have been partly be- 
cause nobody understood, nobody 
much cared for Jesus. At that 
last supper when John leaned his 
head on the breast of Jesus, there 
must have been a heartache for 
Jesus to see in the heart of John 
the desertion tomorrow. Jesus may 
have said to himself, “I know you 
love me, you want to lean your 
head on my breast, but I know be- 
fore tomorrow morning when Judas 
comes out against me, you will 
run away with the rest of them, 
too.” Jesus had to bear this loneli- 
ness. Nobody else could go with 
Him into the awful loneliness when 
He was nailed on the cross. He 
was a stranger to His brothers 
even. Everybody left Him. Mary 
Magdalene was near and His moth- 
er was near— but they could not 
feel the agony of His heart. His 
own brothers up to this time 
were not even Christians. They 
did not even believe Jesus was 
the Saviour, didn’t believe He was 
the Son of God. They were later 
converted, perhaps at the resur- 
rection. Jesus Himself on the 
cross said, “I am become a stran- 
ger unto my brethren, and an alien 
unto my mother’s children.” 

Were you ever in a hospital when 
loved ones couldn’t come often and 
it seemed so long between times? 
Even when the nurse came to bring 
a meal it was such an event, or 
if a visitor came. The hours are 
so long, they drag out more, when 
you suffer and there is no one to 
share it, no fellowship nor under- 
standing. You should see then the 
loneliness of Jesus. He went alone 
to the cross to pay for all our 
sins. Nobody else could go where 
He went, cared like He cared, know 
what He knew, or suffered like He 
suffered. He was alone and the 
cry of His heart was “I am be- 
come a stranger, an alien, to my 
brethren.” 


The Lonely Abraham 


Consider the preachers and great 
men of the Bible. How lonely Ab- 
raham was when he gave up his 
home and was called on to leave 
kinfolks, leave Ur of the Chal- 
dees, leave his neighbors,’ leave 
even “his father’s house.” Abraham 
tried to compromise, “I will take 
my father, Terah, with me.” But 
Terah was an old man and perhaps 
didn’t want to go all the way. They 
started to Canaan but stopped at 
Haran and camped a while. After 
a while the old man died, and 
Abraham went on into the land of 
Palestine, facing his lonely calling. 
He let God lead him. He went out 
not knowing whither he went. It 
is a sad business to say goodbye 
to everybody. Abraham said to 
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them, “I am going out into a far 
country. I don’t know where, but 
God told me to leave.’”’ So he went 
out by himself. If you read the 
story of Abraham rightly, you will 
see the loneliness of his heart out 
there. Even Lot left him. 

One day God and two angels 
came by going down to Sodom. 
Notice how Abraham ran out tc 
meet them. “Let me get a meal for 
you.” He himself ran to the flock 
and got a calf and killed it. Abra- 
ham was a rich man and could 
have had any one of hundreds of 
servants to do it, but he was Icne- 
ly, was pleased to have company. 
His wife made cakes on the hearth: 
they were so glad to have com- 
pany. It was lonely out there in a 
tent by themselves, away from 
everybody but their own servants. 
Even Lot was gone. They were 
lonely. When you walk with God, 
you walk alone! 

Another case in the life of Abra- 
ham that will help you to see what 
we are talking about is Genesis 
15:2. I think Abraham wept, and 
said, “Oh, God, you promised me 
that my seed would be as the 
sand of the sea shore, and all I 
have to be my heir (I have no 
child) is this slave man born in 
my house, this Eliezer. If I die I 
will have to leave all my property 
to him! I gave up my family and 
kinspeople, I left the place where 
I was born and came to fhis 
strange land, I don’t have a child 
—no child of my own!” 

Later on when God had said, “I 
will give you a son,” he hardly be- 
lieved. He married theEgyptian girl 
Hagar. To her was born Ishmael, 
and Abraham said, “Oh that Ish- 
mael might live in Thy sight.” 
Hunger, loneliness, away from home 
and loved ones and friends, just 
he and his wife—-a stranger in a 
strange land, a sojourner, no city 
about except those like Sodom and 
Gomorrah, too wicked for Godly 
people. Abraham was lonely but 
in his loneliness he looked far in- 
to the future and sought a city 
whose builder and maker is God. 
God will comfort the heart of Ab- 
raham and give him the city, the 
New Jerusalem, which will come 
down out of Heaven from God. 
Christians ought to expect to be 
lonely if they are to live in com- 
munion with God and please Him 
as Abraham did. 

When you go to condemn Lof, 
I want you to consider the awitw 
loneliness. It is a lonely way when 
you hew to the line and live a 
Separated life. When you walk 
with God, you walk aione and you 
leave a lot of people behind! 

God said to Apraham, “Abra- 
ham, take thy son, thine only son 
Isaac and bring him’ over here 
three days journey to mount Mo- 
riah and then take him and kill 
him on the altar of sacrifice.” Oh, 
it was not as if he had been in the 
midst of a crowd, or kinfolks ali 
about him, with loved ones on ey- 
ery hand, understanding his sor- 
row. No, no, no! He set out with 
this boy. God had promised to give 
him seed as the stars for -muiti- 
tude. He was to be the head of a 
great nation through that boy! As 
they walked that lonely road those 
three days journey up to Mount 
Moriah, Abraham knew what K 
costs to walk with God! 

* That three days journey! If 
there were three days, there would 
have to be two nights on the road. 
Can you imagine Abraham as he 
lay down on his pallet, looked up 
at the stars, the multitude of stars 
that God had used to picture the 
Seed of Isaac—do you suppose 
Abraham slept much on that 
journey? I don’t think so. The 
boy, healthy, husky, tired, lay 
down and slept. I can see Abra- 


‘ham in the night, hold out his 


arms toward heaven and say, “Oh 
God, these arms that have been 
empty for a hundred years — must 
I go home without my boy? The 
lonely years —then you gave me a 
boy, my delight and my joy, I 
don’t have anybody else! Lot has 
turned back on me for money. I 
left my other folks all behind. My 
wife is getting old. This boy has 
been the light of my life. We 
named him Isaac, named him 
‘laughter.’”” I can imagine that 
Abraham, as he lay there and held 
out his hands, would say, “Oh, God, 
am I going back with these arms 
empty, nobody at all to lean on, 
nobody to look to. But he trusted 
that God would raise Isaac from 
the dead, and gave him up. 
Loneliness! Let me tell you 
something, it is going to cost you

thou art with me; I am dead to 
the world; my life is hid with 
Christ in Thee. All things con- 
cerning me are safe for time and 
eternity. What care I, live or die, 
so immortal souls are saved and 
Christ is glorified?’ It was a 
privilege to look upon such a man 
in the pulpit. He is not proud and 
he is not cowed. He doesn’t fear 
the face of any man. He is filled 
with the Holy Ghost. He rests 
while he labors. He feasts while 
he hungers. His garments may be 
seedy, but he is clothed with in- 
visible garments of righteousness. 
The weather may be below zero: 
his body may be lean and chilled, 
but his heart is on fire. He is 
warmed with the sense of the in- 
dwelling of the Holy Ghost. He 
can get on somehow. He eats well 
of whatever comes to hand. He 
braves the tempest. He wears out 
opposition and he sleeps as if he 
were enfolded in the everlasting 
arms of Omnipotence. It awakens 
and stirs and thrills .uwe souls of 
men to hear him speak. The voice 
is human, but the truth is divine. 
His message is a sword to conquer; 
it is médicine to heal; it is bread 
to feed us; it is water out of the 
wells of salvation to slake the burn- 
ing thirst of our famishing souls. 
There is no way to describe what 
this man, who is God-called, blood- 
cleansed, and Spirit-filled, means 
to us with his message that is the 
Gospel of Christ and the power of 
God unto salvation.”’

some loneliness if you walk with 
God. " 

Can you see the heart of Jesus 
as He hung on the cross? He 
gaid, “I am become a stranger to 
my brethren, and an alien unto 
my mother’s children.” Jesus was 
lonely and was homesick for Heav- 
en, away from the angels. Even 
His Father turned His back on Him 
on the cross, and He cried out, 
“My God, my..God, why hast thou 
forsaken me?” Few others cared. 
He may have thought, “Judas has 
betrayed me, and Peter has denied 
me, this crowd mocks me and now 
my Father has turned His back on 
me.” It was awfully lonely on the 
cross. That is what Jesus went 
through for us. You and I need not 
be surprised if we have some of 
the loneliness that Christians in 
Bible times had, 

I lay awake last night and 
thought — you know it is strange 
—you come here for food today 
— we often sit down at the table 
and don’t think much about the one 
who cooked the meal. We ought 
to remember that—last night 1 
thought, “Oh, God, people are com- 
ing, they have hurts, have sor- 
rows, have weaknesses and temp- 
tations, Lord, you know that they 
need help, and here I must pre- 
pare it!” Someway, God broke my 
heart in loneliness last night. <% 
thought of friends I had said good- 


bye to. I thought of many fine Con- 


vention preachers, true to the Word 
of God, soul winning, honorable 
men whom I greatly loved. I lost 
the friendship of many because of 
my stand against modernism. I 
thought of another man I had 
loved and with whom I had labored 
long years unselfishly, writing for 
his paper, with never a penny 
pay, filling his pulpit dozens of 
times without remuneration, getting 
hundreds of subscriptions for his 
paper without commission, trust- 
ing him, believing in. him, and then 
in his pride and spite he attacked 
me, slandered me, and tried to 
murder my ministry. Though God 
has wonderfully worked it out to 
His glory and to my good, yet be- 
trayal and disillusionment by those 
you love, leave loneliness. 

I thought of another friend who 
has often preached in this pulpit 
and how when the pressure came, 
his courage failed and he signed a 
statement reflecting on me. I loved 
him then and love him now and 
want his. fellowship. If you stand 
true to God, you will sometimes, 
like Abraham and Moses and Paul 
and Christ, walk alone, 

I thought of Brother Banta 
whom we so dearly love. God has 
led him out in revivals and he can- 
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“Words just can’t express our 
pleasure in The Sword, especially 
since you’ve been publishing your 
sermons every week.

I thought of Abraham, and then 
I thougac of Paul. There is some- 
thing strange about the case 01 
Paul, Faul was a member or the 
Sanhedrin, a bharisee at Jeru- 
Salem. He was born at Tarsus but 
he was trained in all the learning 
ot the Jews and grew up to be a 
rabbi at the feet of Gamaliel. He 
was proud, well born, intellectual, 
educaced, a Roman citizen, or the 
tribe ot Benjamin, a Fharisee ol 
the Pharisees; concerning zeal, he 
persecuted the church. He was 
popular. Paul was “someboay 
come.” They sent him to stamp 
out this “new religion.” They sem 
him down to Damascus with war- 
rants to arrest people to take men 
and women and put them in prison 
and speak against them when tried 
and put to death. How intensely he 
loved his Jewish brethren! One 
day when he was on the road to 
Damascus there came a light from 
Heaven above any light he haa 
ever seen and he heard a voice, 
“Saul, Saul, why persecutest thou 
me?” And he said, “Who art thou, 
Lord?” And the Lord said, “I am 
Jesus whom thou persecutest: it 
is hard for thee to kick against 
the pricks.” And he, trembling ana 
astonished, said, “Lord, what wiit 
thou have me to do’” God told 
him, “I will send you far heace to 
the Gentiles.” ‘the Lord Jesus was 
honest with Paul. The Jews would 
never hear him. God said, “braui, 
go to the Gentiles,” but Paul al- 
ways wanted to go back to the 
Jews. God tried to persuade him 
never to do it. Everywhere Paul 
went, the Jews hated him. Every- 
where he went, they started out to 
kill him. He went to Derbe and 
they stoned him and left him for 
dead. Everywhere Paul went, he 
tried to preach to the Jews first. 
You read in the book of Romans 
and see how he loved the Jews. 
He said, “I have great heaviness 
and continual sorrow in my heart. 
For I could wish that myself were 
accursed from Christ for my breth- 
ren, my kinsmen according to the 
flesh. Brethren, my heart’s desire 
and prayer to God for Israel is 
that they might be saved.” That 
is how he loved them, and they 
hated him like poison! Paul had 
gone to Gentiles but always try- 
ing to come back. He went among 
Gentiles and raised good collections 
for the poor saints in Jerusalem. 
He thought, “Maybe they will hear 
me now.” 

Agabus the prophet said, “Loan 
me your belt, Paul.” He took it 
and bound himself and said, “This 
is what will hap to the man who 
owns this belt.” But Paul said, 
“What mean ye to weep and to 
break my heart? I am not 
only to be bound, but also to die 
at Jerusalem for the name of the 
Lord Jesus.” God didn’t want him 
to go, told him, “The Jews won't 
hear you,” but the loneliness of his 
breaking heart made him feel he

Preachers Must Be Lonely Men, 


Must Walk Alone With God 


It is a strange thing how preach- 
ers must be lonely men. Some 
people may be satisfied with a 
wife and little family around them. 
You are content if you have your 
people and a handful of friends and 
loved ones; you are all right. But 
it is different with a preacher. He 
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| In some sense in a preacher’s 


life there is a holy of holies that 
even his wife cannot enter into. 
Every preacher’s wife feels this 
and she resents it, put it is a thing 
that he cannot help. There is a 
holy of holies in a preacher's life 
where his wife can’t come in, 
where his children can’t come in. 
His friends that love him can’t do 
it. He must go alone with God, 
must run ahead, he must zo a 
little farther than others. Others 
can’t quite get there They must 
go out as strangets and pugrims. 
Shepherds have some burdens that 
sheep never know. 

A preacher, a separated, anointed 
preacher is a branded man, a sep- 
arated man like the Nazarites who 
couldn’t cut their hair and couldn’t 
eat what other people ate. 

I want to lay on your heart a 
little of the loneliness that belongs 
to Christ, belongs to the preach- 
er, and belongs to anybody that 
goes the second mile, that goes 
a little farther than anybody else. 
Jesus said, “I am become a stran- 
ger unto my brethren, and an alien 
unto my mother’s children.” Lo 
you see that loneliness is neces- 
sary to the Christian who is like 
Christ? God is not saying, “Come 
on and have more friends,” but, 
“come on, step a little further out 
in the way of faith and loneliness.” 
We should go alone the extra mile. 
Oh, my people, I would that ye 
reigned, that we should reign with 
you, but I want you to see how Je- 
sus, the lonely One, the separated 
One, came and took our place. 

I thank God that Jesus on the 
cross could look up and say, “I 
am poor, I am a prisoner. They 
gave me vinegar when I wanted 
water and gave me gall . . Father, 
everybody has forsaken me, but I 
look forward to the time when I 
shall receive my reward. 

I remind you there is coming a 
time when everybody will confess 
Him, and every knee shall bow 
before Him. They despised Him, 
pulled out His beard. He was 
crowned with thorns and beaten 
with a Roman cat-o-nine-tails, but 
he that suffers, one day will reign, 
one day will be the center of the 
universe of God, thank God! “The 
humble shall hear thereof and be 
glad.” Then I will thank God, 
Brother Arrant, when you and I 
see our converts coming in 


I realize what Bro. Arrant meant 
when he said, “I am not old, but 
broken.” People don’t see what 
there is about preaching to break 
@ man down, don’t see what there 
is about praying that would 
break a@ man down. People don’t 
see what there is about agonizing 
for a revival that would break 
@ man down. People don’t under- 
stand the lonely burdens of a 
preacher, But I thank God that one 
day “when the saints go marching 
in” and they shall come from the 
East and from the West and sit 
down with Abraham, and Isaac 
and Jacob in the kingdom of God, 
all the humble shall hear thereof 
and be glad.” That is what the 
Lord Jesus said in this Psalm.

Sorrow comes, 
but thank God, after a while comes 
fellowship with the lonely Christ. 
We see One wearing a crown of 
thorns. If I have a crown of 
thorns, I can fenineeaat it better.
